3. Material — Stainless steel wire conforming to IS : 6528 - 1972 'Specification for stainless steel 
wire'. The condition of the wire shall be as agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 

4. Workmanship $nd Finish 

4.1 All surfaces shall be free from burrs, pits, cracks, and other surface defects. 

4.2 The tip and the shaft shall be smoothly rounded. 

4.3 The catheter shall be polished bright and passivated. 

5. Corrosion Resistance Test — Test the sample in accordance with IS: 7531 -1975 'Method for 
boiling and autoclaving test for corrosion resistance of stainless steel surgical instruments'. It shall 
show no sign of corrosion after the test. 

fi B Marking — Each introducer shall be marked with the manufacturer's name, initials or recognized 
trade-mark. 

6.1 ISI Certification Marking — Details available from the Indian Standards Institution. 

7. Packing — The catheter introducers shall be wrapped in moisture-proof paper or packed in 
polyethylene bags avoiding contact with one another,
